WHAT A TORY PAPER THINKS 


G ERMANY'S ADMISSION TO THE 

League of Nations and to a permanent seat 
on its Council should make this day a red-letter day 
in international relations in Europe. All the formali¬ 
ties necessary to this further desirable step towards 
the peace of the world were concluded this morning, 
and in the remaining debates of the present gathering 
of the Assembly the representatives of Germany will 
take part on an equal footing with Creat Britain and 
the other powers that were ranged against her in 
armed conflict only a few years ago. 

This desirable development at Geneva' is not a 
..guarantee against further war in Europe. That may 
be a little too much to hope for at the present time. 
But the acquisition of Germany as an active member 
of the League of Nations, together with her allot¬ 
ment of a permanent seat on the Council, wilt add ma¬ 
terial strength to the organization and appreciably en¬ 
hance its influence. In any event it removes the pos¬ 
sibility of any kind of German-Russian military pact. 
If anything, it should remind the men in control at 
Moscow that'll their country is to get back into de¬ 
cent society, the sooner it applies for membership in 
the League the better it will be for the Russian 
people—and themselves. 

An important point about Germany's admission 
to the League is the proof which it furnishes that the 
•pirit of Locarno still lives and that the intent of the 
agreements has been fulfilled according to a promise 
made to Germany by the other signatory nations at 
that time. It will also serve to convince the United

The record-breaking railroad traf¬ 
fic reports bear striking testimony 
to the country's huge consumptive 
demand for food, materials nnd mer¬ 
chandise. Steel mill operations 
were reported around elghty-thrce 
per cent of capacity as the month 
opened, despite a gradual decline In 
building conntructlon nnd Increnalng 
foreign competition. Automobile 
production and sales are being main¬ 
tained In unu'u.tlty large volume, due 
to the popular reception of the new 
models brought out Inst month, but 
one of the manufacturers announced 
a reduction In manufacturing sched¬ 
ules as the week closed. 

The stability of oil prices In the 
flire of a rather steady Increase In 
crude oil production Is explained bv 
the record-breaking consumption of 
gasoline., and the large Increase In 
exports. Gasoline prices are ruling 
eeverul cents a gallon higher to-dav 
than they were a ygar ago. The 
copr»er market also shows more firm¬ 
ness. 

Bank clearing In I he principle cities 
are running slightly larger than the 
corresponding period Jast year. 
Fkctory employment Is high with j 
wages generally above those of 1925. 
Commercial failures In August were 
relatively small, hut a large New 
York real estate mortgage firm went 
Into bankruptcy on Friday with lia¬ 
bilities of nearly 17.000.000 and asset# 
consisting largely of bonds held for 
sale at p«r. somewhat above that
